Sane day there will be a volcanic eruption. The hungry millions will turn 
Mdmt the over-fed few. A fearful retribution will be enacted on the capitalist 
.jjmsaaa class—and the innocent will suffer with the guilty. 

Such a revointion will retrogade dvilizstion—it might throw back the white 
mes into barbarism. Let ns heed the warning of history. 

Beery honest and practical man—and every patriot who can think—ought 
go» to himself the following: 

The machinery and all the progress in tbe implements of production today we 
last want to destroy and we can’t destroy, if we are to have civilization, 
humanity does not intend to go back to the barbarism of the middle ages. 

Bit as long as the instruments of production—land, machinery, raw ma- 
v.rliilalai railroads, telegraphs, etc.—remain private property, only comparatively 
imr esa be sole owners and masters thereof. And so long as such is the case they 
win featnrally use this private ownership for their private advantage. 

Tte present system was a step in the evolution to freedom, but only a step 
—It has abea^ resulted in making comparatively few the absolute masters of 
JIB dally bread. 

There is but one deliveranr* from the rule of the people by capital—and that 
' is the rule of capital by the people. 

If so much of what has been considered private property is to be absorbed 
in gnat monopolistic ownership—and there is nothing that can stop it—then, if 
are to remain a politically free people, the ineviuble outcome will be that 
_ -people must take possession collectively of the production and distribution. 
And this is called Socialism. It is aimpfy a matter of growth and of evolution. 
f Tat we must not forget that though society is truly an organism, the evolution 
if aaeiety does not take place precisely like the growth of plants and animals. 
The former ia the result of efforts consciously put forth; the progress of man 
. nisires the co-operation of men. Therefore, while it is true that Socialism will 
ha the outcome of economic conditioiu, if civilization is to survive, we must see 
tatt that dvilixation does survive. 

iht idea that because Socialism is bound to come, we do not have to work 
far it, would be -fatalistic, and might prove fatal to civilization. Carlyle is right, 
whaa he says; “The history of what man has accomplished is at bottom the his- 
Mn of the great men who have worked here.' An idea to be successful must be 
kharmony vrith surrounding conditions, but that alone is not enough. It must 
ta psapagated and made alive in men and women. There must be a few peopie, 
.at least, who care 1 ^reat deal about the idea and who feel a resistless impulse 
Imidi its propagation. 

And ta that inspect the Socialists are eminently practical people. Since So 
tillten is to be tbe next phase of civilization-~as the trusts, the centralization 
I of wepecty and every pew imrention seeut to prove—those who act as the road* 
K. mtbn anid pathfinders for the new ci' ilization do eminently practical work in*

There ia a world of pathoa in these two pictures. Also an eternity of deep 
damnation. 

Think of a shriveled -vreteb driven to sell tbe life-blood which has already 
withered in his veins! See him as he reeli, faint from hunger, toward tbe 
proletarian blood market, to offer the last ruddy drops for a crust to keep star¬ 
vation from his child. Note the mute appeal, catch the sigh of despair, hear tbe 
agonizing cry aa this bloodless soul is push^ aside in tbe scientific shambles to 
make room for his younger brother who still has the red current in his veins. 

The subject is too grewaome for rcfiection-—too abhorrent for comment. The 
eye grows dim, the brain numb and the heart weary. 

Every decent humsiD must blush for his species. 

All the sadder that this proletaire supported with vote and musket and oth¬ 
erwise the capitalist system that drains the la'*t drop of his U^e-current and 
then dumps his corpse, via the morgue, into tbe potter^eld. 

The second dispatch is the first echo of the army reorganization law enacted 
y the last Congress under the inspiration of President Roosevelt of the United 
States and the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. The law is one of the 
President’s favorite measures and was enacted for tbe special benefit of the work¬ 
ing class, especially those organized in unions who will now recognize the wisdom 
of having made the President of the United Spates a union man and presenting 
him with a card of memberahip so large and costly that it had to be Fauled 
to the white house on a dray under guard. 

The ordinary Krag-Jorgensen cartridge will not do for quelling riots. It ia en¬ 
tirely too alow, as it only kills workingmen one at a time, whereas the riot cart¬ 
ridge will wipe them out in job lots to the terror and dismay of the lawless strik¬ 
ers and the delight and applause of tbe patriotic plutocrats. 

Trades unionists are to be congratulated upon this great achievement, the fruit 
of their anti-political policy, of which they will be the sole beneficiaries. Ilie state 
militia, thanks to tbe Republican and Democratic members of tbe late Congress 
and President Roosevelt of tbe Brotherhood of Locoriotive Firemen, is now in 
the hip-pocket of the capitalist class, loaded with riot cartridges with tbe union 
label on them and leady at the word of command to furnish coroners and medi¬ 
cal colleges with union corpses. 

Every trade-unionist ^ho voted the Republican or Democratic ticket is en¬ 
titled to his share of credit for this beneficent law. He is getting, or will get— 
perhaps in the neck—what he voted for. There will be no disappointment for 
j the “pure and simple” trade-unionist. Only the Socialist will have the right to 
I object to tbe diet of riot cartridges. 

Live trades-unionists know that the army was “reorganized,* that the state 
militia was converted into a standing army and that it has been equipped with 
not guns and riot cartridges PURELY TO OVERAWE STRIKERS AND CRUSH 
ORGANIZED LABOR in the interest of the capitalist class; they also know that 
the RepubUcan and Democratic politicians in Congress, who are supposed to 
represent the people, acted as one in constructing this military machine to tap 
the veins of union labor and spill proletaiian blood enough to reduce the work¬ 
ing cImss to the level of servile submission to their masters. 

The most shocking murders were committed in West Virginia only a few 
days ago. Miners were killed in their homes at the dead hour of night by armed 
assassins in the name of law and order. ^ 

Every trade-unionist who supports the Republican or Democratic party is 
morally responsible for this and kindred crimes. 

These are the parties that support the capitalist system and this is the sys¬ 
tem that thrives in the robbery, tbe misery and the murder of workingmen. 

This system must be overthrown and 
workingmen set Iree—and SOCIALISM 
WILL DO IT.

IS OUR CIVILIZATION DOOMED? A GREAT LABOR CONFLICT SEEMS INEVITABLE 


Capitalism in its wolfish hunser after profits and plunder consUntly invites 
ruin upon itself. Who is there so stupid but can see in the present capitalistic 
organizations that are so rapidly forming, the vciy forces that are ao call down 
upon the plundering cists the vengeance of the oppressed multitudes, a vengeance 
that may even in apite of the educational efiorts of the Socialists, bring our 
civilizat.oD to a terrible ending. For what does the thorough organization of the 
manufacturers and capitalists indicate, but that the workers will also have to 
thoroughly organize! It means that the semi-capitaliatic railway brotherhoods 
will have to go out of business as well as all other trade unions whose motto is 
selfishness and unbrotherliness and unconcern for the interests of the other 
trades labor will become lauded tote.hvr to'that extent that the injury of one 
will become the concern of all. Fvery strike will be a sympathetic strike. And 
this will call down the full ferocity of capitalistic masterahip! And then- 


Capitalism might have learned a few lessons in the past. The great Pullman 
strike of 1894 showed the power of eiteoded labor organization. Little incidental 
trade strikes could be put down essily, but here was a widespread revolt of the 
workers, and it requited the services of a Democratic president and the government 
troops to quell it. The recent great coal striae, which was only possible because 
of the strike money pouted in by Isbor organizations all over the country (four 
millions of dollars glsdly contributed out of meager wages by poor menl), it 
would seem that capitalism might have learned a lesson from this. But no, it is 
H, money-drunk. It thinks with the brains of a Nero. All indications point to a 
(' great future battle between capital and labor such aa the world has never 
dicamed possible. 

Only as Socialism is able to dirKt such a battle will its outcome be for good 
and in the interests of increasing civilization.

‘The Association is said to bo paying 
each manufacturer $500 a w*eek to eom- 
neiiMite him for the loss sustained in 
ket'piiig his factory closed. A short time 
ago only $200 a week was being paid, 
and the manufacturers whose plants were 
tiexi up threatened to treat with tbe 
strikers and sign an agreement. Through 
this threat tbe allowance was raised to 
$50(>-'a larger sum than w*on)d be real¬ 
ized ID profits If tbe plants were in opera¬ 
tion." 

“Another development the L oor lead¬ 
ers are watching with <*onct*rn is the nl- 
Icged emptorment of a large nunilM.'r of 
detectives who, thev any, an* secretly 
working in Chicago at the present time. 
They claim to have posltire Information 
that two detective agencies, w*ith head¬ 
quarters in Cleveland. Ohio, arc furnish¬ 
ing spies to employers at tbe rate of $150 
a mouth, less the amount the men can 
cam An mechanics. One of these agen¬ 
cies. they say. has been in operation for 
years, and its workings have been ex- 
l>o(t^ on several occasions. The other, 
known ns the Employers’ .Ynxltlarr Com- 
pnoy. has only recently come to tbe 
knowledge of tbe labor men.” 

“Id a numlter of instances recently In 
Chicago the union men say these detec¬ 
tive* have been won over br the union¬ 
ists. and their reporta have been first 
turned over to tbe businefts agent of the 
union, who revise* them as he see* fit 
and aenda them to detective headquar¬ 
ter*.” 


“In tlie circulars which it sends to ftn- 
ployers It promises to furnish comt*etcnt 
men in every trade for $150 a montli. less 
the union rale of wages paid in the trade. 
These men, the labor leaders say. are 
sent into various mannfacturing plants, 
nnd join tbe union of their craft, making 
reports to their employers in the detec¬ 
tive agency everx* week. They are in- 
structi^ to ingratiate themselves into the 
confidence of their shopmates. nnd care¬ 
fully to note all that tran8pir(»8 in the se¬ 
cret meetings of the unions and make n 
written rei»ort every week to the «h*tcc- 
livc headquarters. These rx’iM«rts arc 
then tiinied over to the employer. 

^There ia nn agency here In this city, 
but its business Is to furnish strike 
breakers during a strike rather than 
spies. Recently, the lalmr leaders say. 
it got into trouble with thv city la.lice 
on accouDt of the brutality of some 
the men during a Iw'al strike <if bill* 
|K>sters. nnd it has not fnmish«*d men in 
local disputes since. It is now engaged 
in sending streetcar men to S<aith Bend 
to take the places of strikers there. 

The recent vialt in this ciity of David 
M. s airy of Indianapolis, president i»f 
the National Mannfaclnrers’ Ass4»cU- 
lion, when he made a sensational attack 
on lalmr onions and their leaders, was 
part of the plan of the eployers here to 
stir up agitation and Induce emplovers 
to orgaoixe. Since that time John Kirby 
of Cleveland, a prototype of Parry, has 
been flooding Ihe ooumry with cirenlaw 
sliowing mannfactnrera how easy it I* 
to smash labor onions through the 
icouita. 

Along with theae circular* Is a pam- 
ilet, written by James H. Miller of 
viilcago. who ba* been chiefly Instm- 
mental in caoaing the strike now on he^ 
among the sheet metal woricers. In tbe 
pamphlet Miller advocate* appeal* for 




injunctions in every ease when a tllspute 
nriNes, and he quotes a great many do* 
cisioiiM of judges throughout the country 
to Mboxr that injunciionN can Im* socuroxl 
if applied for in the proper place. 

Mr. Kirby now pro|MiNeH to "publlHlt n 
tnonthly magazine devoted to the inter¬ 
ests of the nonunion man. wbo. he says, 
is badly used and has no organ through 
which he can lay liis case hoforo the 
public.” 

“Altogether It looks, net'ording to the 
opinions of even the most conservative 
lalK>r men in the city, os if the contend¬ 
ing forces were lining up for a gigantic 
conflict. The employers, lal»or men tay. 
are relying on the unlimited capital bi^ 
hind them to bring them out victorious. 
It is known that one of the largest mer- 
cliants In the city recently declared that 
he was willing to pnt up $10f).OfH) as his 
sharx* of a fund to rrush the unions of 
teamster*. 

In the opinion of many labor lenders the 
only thing that is delaying tbe conflict 
now is the imperf(K*( state <>f tbe organi¬ 
zation of employers nnd the good times 
throughout the country. The former ob¬ 
stacle is l>eing rapidly uven*ome. as the 
employer* are joining AsHociatioDH by the 
aeon* daily, and if a season of depression 
comes to the country the nitiou men Ih»- 
lleve the conflict will begin.”

contract. Aud w*hat do you sunpose they 
have to nay for their labor? Five cents 
an hour! The convicts mnst w’ork ten 
hours a day. and steam beat, power and 
other things are thrown in. No w’ouder 
Wells A Co. make big profits—profits 
that if they go anywhere ought to go to 
the state. Instead of stopping luo com¬ 
petition he(w«.>eQ eonvicts aud honest out¬ 
side lalsTr, it is now nroposed to diversify 
the employment—which would mean add- 
n\ cost of maintenance and put tbe con¬ 
victs At (bo mercy of a number of hungry 
capitalists instead of one. But what 
rii^t hns the state to sell into slavery the 
men placed in Its hands? 


To hesr the capitalist* talk you would 
suppose that they themselves gave Iab<)r 
all the beneficent lalmr laws. The fact 
Is that every single one of them has been 
siH'ureil only by threats and by asking 
for more nnd then getting a little by the 
force of the politicians' fear of losing 
lalmr votes. Meantime the statute books 
pile up with laws in the interests of the 
capitalists! This is "representative” 
government under capitaliat politics!

The following letter 1* puhllahtHl hy re 
quest.
